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At  the  annual  Meeting  of  Shareholdei's  in  the 
Great  Western  Railroad  Company,  held  on 
Monday,  the  21st  day  of  June,  1852,  at  the 
office  of  the  Company,  King  Street,  Hamil- 
ton, for  the  purpose  of  electing  Directore  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  of  the  Company,  R.  W.  Harrib,  Esq.,  was 
called  to  the  Chair,  and  Mr.  J.  T.  Gilkison,  appointed  Secre- 
tary. 

The  Cliairman  having  explained  the  object  of  the  Meet- 
ing, read  the  notice  calling  the  same,  and  requested  the  Secre- 
tary to  read  the  report  of  the  retiring  Directors,  together  with 
the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  a  statement  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  Company.

The  Directors,  whose  term  of  office  has  now  expired,  beg 
to  suLiiiit  the  tblloAvnij^  Report  of  their  proceedings  during 
tlio  past  year,  including  a  statonient  of  the  present  position 
and  prospects  of  your  Company : 

The  contemplated  arrangements  mentioned  in  the  Report 
of  1851.  regarding  tlio  sul)fjcri})tion  for  Stock  in  the  Company 
by  Railroad  Corporations  and  Capitalists  belonging  to  the 
United  State,**,  were,  after  sundry,  apparently,  imavoidable  de- 
lays, terminatwl  by  said  Companies  and  individuals  taking  up 
eight  thousand  Shares,  on  which  several  instalments  have  been 
paid,  as  shewn  by  the  financial  statc^mont  of  the  Accountant. 
The  agents  of  the  ("ompany  in  England  were  authorized  to 
offer  for  sale  at  such  period  as  they  might  deem  advisable,  ten 
thousand  Shart^s  of  the  Capital  Stock ;  but  after  duo  considera- 
tion an*'  ••  Misultation  with  those  best  able  to  advise  in  so  im- 
poi-tant  a  natter,  they  decided  (under  the  then  state  of  the 
money  market)  upon  issuing  the  Bonds  of  the  Company  for 
two  hundre<l  and  ten  thousand  pounds  6t<jrling,  convertible 
into  Stock  within  a  j>eriod  of  four  years ;  in  this  operation  they 
were  eminently  successfid,  as  shewn  by  the  result,  said  Bonds 
being  diisposed  of  and  the  whole  amount  received  by  the  Com- 
pany. Previous  to  the  final  close  of  this  transaction  in  Lon- 
don, most  particular  enquiries  were  of  course,  to  be  instituted 
by  Capitjilists  and  intending  purchasers  as  to  the  position  of 
the  Coinpany,  the  Dividend  paying  pros^iects  of  the  work, 
management,  «fec.,  &c.,  and  the  result  of  which,  proving  en- 
tirely satisfactoiy,  the  Agent  and  friends  of  the  Uno  felt  it 
theii"  duty  to  recommend  to  the  Board  to  avail  of  so  favorable

nn  opportunity  to  miie  eight  thouNand  mlditional  SLaren  of 
the  StcK'k,  accompanied  by  Bonds  convertible  into  Stock,  or 
payable  in  ten  years,  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred  thousand 
pounds  sterling.  This  recomraendaticn  was  carried  out  by 
your  Directors  and  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  both 
Bonds  and  Shares  are  now  taken  upon  the  same  favorable 
terras  as  the  previous  issue.  In  pursuance  of  this  arrange- 
ment the  Directors  have  authorized  the  issue  of  fifty  thousand 
''hares,  being  an  advance  of  3n  thousand  shares  over  the  num- 
ber they  formerly  intended  to  dispose  of. 

The  funds  to  be  obtained  from  the  transaction  alluded  to, 
with  a  part  of  the  advance,  which  the  Company  is  entitled  to 
receive  from  t}i«  Government,  secures  ample  means  to  com- 
plete the  whole  line,  with  the  necessary  Station  Buildings, 
Running  Stock,  and  plant  of  every  kind. 

As  intimate<l  in  the  Directors'  Report  of  last  year,  the 
expenditure  for  construction  was  prudently  confined  to  the 
Central  Division,  between  the  City  of  Hamilton  and  the  Town 
of  London,  until  the  American  subscription  and  first  issue  of 
Bonds  in  England,  were  secured ;  but,  after  these  important 
arrangements  had  been  completed,  the  Board  directed  the 
commencement  of  work,  without  delay,  on  the  entire  line^ 
which  is  now  being  energetically  carried  out  on  every  section, 
as  is  shown  by  the  very  full  and  satisfactory  Report  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  to  be  submitted  to  this  meeting. 

During  the  past  winter  a  very  favorable  contract  was  en- 
tered into,  by  the  Agents  of  the  Company,  in  London,  with 
the  Ebbw  Vale  ('ompan<^,  of  South  Wales,  for  the  necessary 
iron  Rails  for  the  line,  say  ab<^mt  28,000  tons;  15  to  20,000 
tons  of  which  are  to  be  despatched  during  the  present  season, 
if  sufficient  shipping  can  be  obtained  at  moderate  rates  of 
freight;  up  to  this  time  some  8000  tons  have  been  recei^'ed 
at  Quebec,  which  is  being  delivered  at  Windsor,  Chatham, 
Hamilton,  Dundas,  dec,  <fec.  These  Rails  are  considered  to  be 
of  the  most  suitable  make,  and  of  suflBcient  weight  and  strength 
to  bear  a  heavy  and  quick  trafiSc  with  perfect  safety. 


In  (^rder  to  facilitat*^  tho  operatioiw  of  tho  Company  in 
the  (liopoAed  of  Shares,  nej;fociation«  of  Hondtt,  <fec%  Ac,  in 
London,  it  was  found  nocesHary  to  opfln  an  oflBoe  in  that  City, 
and  to  appoint  a  Secretary  to  superintend  tlie  necessary  tran- 
Hactions  0(x;aRione<l  by  the  iiwue  of  so  hirge  an  amoiint  of  the 
Shares  and  IJonds  of  tlie  Company ;  this  stt^p  has  b«H}n  attended 
with  tho  best  results,  and  in  addition  to  the  transaction  of  the 
current  business  of  the  Company,  it  is  found  to  be  a  convenient 
medium  through  which  to  convey  all  necessary  information, 
from  the  head  office  to  tho  Stock-holders  and  Bond-holders 
in  England. 

With  some  trilling  exceptions,  the  right  of  way  and  station 
grounds  for  the  whole  line  have  been  set^ured,  and,  although, 
in  a  few  instances,  somewhat  higher  prices  than  previously  anti- 
cipated, were  require*!  to  be  paid,  the  entire  cost  is  small  when 
comparetl  with  the  amounts  expended  for  lands  by  other  Com- 
panies— either  on  this  Continent  or  in  Europe,  and  the  extent 
and  convenience  of  the  depot  grounds  are,  perhaps,  unequalled 
by  those  on  any  other  similar  work. 

In  view  of  the  very  large  freight  and  passenger  traffic  which 
must  pass  over  your  Road,  wlien  completed,  and  which  will, 
in  a  very  short  time,  necessitate  the  laying  down  of  a  second 
line  of  Rails,  the  Board  decided  in  April  last,  that  all  imfinished 
bridges,  culverts,  &c.,  betwetm  Niagara  Falls  and  Woodhull's 
Creek,  eight  miles  west  of  London,  should  be  constructed  of 
sufficient  width  for  a  double  track,  which  is  now  being  carried 
out  by  the  Chief  Engineer.  The  scarcity  of  stone,  from  Wood- 
hull's  Creeek  to  Windsor,  prevents  similar  structures  being  de- 
sirable on  that  part,  of  the  road,  until  stone  c^n  be  taken  along 
the  line,  from  the  Company's  quarries,  near  Dundas. 

The  appointment  of  the  late  Chief  Engineer  to  an  im- 
portant office  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
which  required  him  to  reside  at  Washington,  made  it  neces- 
sary to  supply  his  place  in  this  Company.  On  tenth  Septem- 
ber  last,  his  associate,  Mr.  Benedict,  was  therefore  selected  as 
Mr.  Stuart's  succenor;  and  the  members  of  the  Board  feel  it 
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thoir  <lut^  to  exprcMs  tlieir  unqualifin<l  approhation  of  the  vory 
eflicieiit  ninniier  in  which  Mr.  i^onedii't  h.iH  Uittcluii-^cHj  tho 
oomplicatoJ  and  important  dutioH  |H>rtaining  to  his  ortic»\  du- 
ring tho  progrofitt  of  tho  work,  both  uh  residoul,  lUid  Chiof  En- 
gineer, and  tboir  high  Honno  of  hiti  untiring  energy  and  zeal 
for  tho  iiitereftts  of  tho  Company. 

They  have,  iiino,  to  acknowledge  the  able  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  the  Hoverul  officorH  and  their  atii^iHtants,  in  tlie 
uervico  of  the  Company,  have  performed  the  duties  aligned 
to  their  ret«pectivo  situations. 

Shortly  after  your  meeting,  in  1851,  tho  By-law  author- 
ising tho  subscription  for  Stock,  by  tho  County  of  Midtlle^ex 
became  Law,  and  was  completed,  in  due  form,  by  the  Warden 
of  the  County,  w  ho  thereupon  became  ex  officioy  a  member  of 
the  Boanl  of  Dire<'tore. 

Negotiatioas  have  been  commenced,  and  arrangements  are 
in  progr««ts  between  yf>ur  Company  and  tho  Intenmtional  Sus- 
pension Bridge  Company,  for  tho  erection  of  a  sufficient  Bridge 
across  the  Niui^-irfi  River,  near  tho  Falls,  and  at  the  eastern 
terminus  of  your  Road;  which  Bridge  is  likely  to  l)e  com- 
pleted by  tho  tin\o  the  Great  Western  is  opened  for  traffic 
throughout,  viz.,  by  August,  1853. 

The  Directors  think  it  right  to  advert  to  the  increased 
impoilanco  which  your  lino  conlinuiw  to  assume,  as  rogards 
tho  business  to  bo  derive*  I  from  its  Eastern  and  WesU^rn  con- 
nexion, and  to  tho  many  now  channels  of  travel  which  are 
daily  opening  on  buih  ends  of  the  lino,  all  of  which  must  act 
as  tet^lers  to  it.  During  tho  past  yoiu",  two  important  lines  of 
Railway  in  tho  State  of  New  York,  terminating  on  Lake  On- 
tario, have  been  com pK- ted,  viz:  tho  Road  from  Ogdeusburgh 
to  Rouse's  Point,  forming  a  direct  lino  to  Boston,  «kc.,  and  the 
Road  from  Capo  Vincent  to  R^uno,  forming  a  direct  line  to 
New  York,  &c.,  whil«»  the  RcKjhofitcr,  Lockport,  and  Niagara 
Falls  Railroad,  teiininatiiig  on  the  Ni.'igara  River  opposite  tho 
Eastern  terminus  of  your  R<.>ad,  will  bo  opened  durmg  tho 
next  month. 
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On  tlio  WflHt^irn  frontier,  there  will  be  several  important 
lin<'H  r)f  flail  way  to  give  traflSic  to  your  Koad,  in  addition  to 
fornu;r  nnticijMUiona. 

T)i*t  Directors  avail  themnelven  of  this  oppoitunitj  of  pab* 
licly  (^xpiivning  their  nonm  of  the  great  ability  and  penevoring 
enort^y  evinced  for  the  interests  of  your  undertaking,  by  Mtmn, 
PtiUir  Buchanan  and  Ruljert  S.  Atcheflon,  who  by  their  excel- 
lent  financial  arrangementu  in  England,  as  your  Agenta,  are, 
in  tbo  o|)inion  of  your  Board,  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  the 
Stockholders  and  the  thanks  of  th*?  people  of  this  Province,  it 
being  most  obvious,  that  the  information  necemary  to  the  fa- 
voiaMe  introtluciion  of  such  securities  to  the  public  of  Great 
Britjiin,  will  have  extended  a  knowledge  of  the  vast  resources 
of  this  colony,  and  thus  have  the  effect  of  inspiring  confidence 
iu  other  iuuk)ubU  d  Provincial  Htocks. 

The  Directors  also  feel  it  due  to  the  Honorable  Francis 
Hincks,  the  Inspector  General  of  this  Province,  to  acknowledge 
thankfully,  the  important  assistance  derived  through  his  Mendly 
co-operaticm. 

And  in  conclusion,  the  Directors  have  much  pleasure  in 
bein^  able  to  congratulate  not  only  the  Shareholders  of  your 
Company,  but  the  country  at  large,  on  the  fact,  that  the  posi- 
tion and  jirosjKiCts  of  this  most  important  Canadian  enterprise, 
are  now  as  favorable  as  the  l>e8t  friends  of  the  Province  could 
desire.

Road  Company: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  Report  of  the 
state  and  progress  of  the  work  on  the  line  of  the  Great  Wes- 
tem  Rail  Road,  as  called  for  in  the  Resolutiea  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  dated  13th  ultimo : — 

Since  my  Report  of  May  30th,  1861,  until  February, 
1852,  the  expenditure,  for  construction,  upon  the  road,  has 
been  confined  entirely  to  the  Central  Division,  between  Hamil- 
ton and  London,  a  distance  of  seventy-five  miles,  and  the  Gait 
Branch,  twelve  miles;  every  effort  being  made  to  expedite  the 
completion  of  the  road,  by  confining  the  work  to  the  heavy 
points,  leaving  the  lighter  and  more  easily  graded  sections,  un- 
til the  position  of  the  Company  should  warrant  their  com- 
mencement The  work,  upon  every  section  of  this  Division, 
is  now  in  a  forward  state,  and  the  grading  can  be  completed, 
if  necejjsary,  ready  to  commence  laying  the  Superstructure, 
before  next  December,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  deep  cut- 
tings, between  Hamilt/on  and  Copetown.  A  large  amount  of 
masopry  aud  bridging  has  already  been  completed,  (Consisting 
of  culverts  and  bridge-abutments,  bridges  for  highways  and 
farmrcrofisings.  The  principal  struoturcH  remaining  unfinished 
are,  the  bridge  and  abutments  for  the  Deejardins  Canal,  the 
culvert  at  DundaH  Creek,  culvert  at  Beverly  Branch  of  Fair- 
child's  Creek,  briflges  at  Dmnfries  Branch  of  Fairdiild's  Creek, 
Grand  River,  River  Nith,  Horner's  Creek,  Cedar  Creek,  River 
Thomas,  Middle  Branch  of  Thames,  Colliers'  and  Doty*)*  Creeks. 
A  large  force  is  now  employed  upon  these  structures,  and  the 
material  for  their  c^jnstruction  is  mostly  on  the  ground,  or  in 
the  course  of  delivery. 
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Hhe  grading,  masonry,  <iSzc^  fer  the  Qdt  Branch  line,  was 
lA,  in  July  last,  to  Messrs.  Furwell,  Zimmemian  A  Co. :  the 
work  was  commenced  in  December,  and  b  progressing  at  a 
rate  that  will  ensure  its  completion,  for  the  superstructure^  by 
the  1st  of  Noveml)er  next. 

In  February  last,  the  contractors  fcr  the  Eastern  Division, 
from  the  Ningani  River  to  Hamilton,  and  for  the  Western  Di- 
vision, from  London  to  Detroit  River,  were  notified  to  com- 
mence their  work  and  carry  it  forward  with  energy.  I  have 
the  pleasure  of  reporting,  that  operations  have  commenced, 
and  that  the  work  of  construction  is  now  being  vigorously  car- 
ried on,  on  every  section  of  the  line  from  the  Niagara  to  the 
Detroit  Rivers,  and  the  Oalt  Braucli,  a  distance  of  two  hun- 
dred and  forty  miles. 

The  extreme  and  long-continued  high  water  in  Lake  St. 
Clair  and  its  tributaries,  the  present  season,  has  retarded  our 
operations  on  the  Western  Division  materially,  but  I  hope  to  be 
able  to  complete  one  hundred  miles  of  the  road  from  the  De- 
troit River  east,  by  the  M  day  of  January,  1853.  The  work 
upon  the  remaining  portion  of  this  Division  is  of  a  heavy 
character,  and  will  require  until  the  summer  of  1853  to  com- 
plete. The  most  formidable  part  of  it,  is  within  eight  miles  of 
London,  atid  consists  of  hea>y  excavations,  two  bridges  over 
the  River  Tliames,  and  a  large  culvert  at  Woodhull's  Creek. 

Upon  the  Eastern  Division,  the  contractors  are  making 
every  preparation  to  secure  an  early  completion  of  their  heavy 
work,  and  during  the  present  month  two  Steam  Excavators 
will  be  at  work  between  St.  Catheiines  and  the  Niagara  River. 
The  grading  from  Hamilton  to  the  Twenty  Mile  Creek-*- 
twenty  miles — will  be  ready  for  the  Superstructure  by  the  Ist 
day  of  October  next, 

Tiie  remainder  of  this  Division,  from  the  Twenty  Mile 
Creek  to  the  Niagara  River,  will  require  as  long  time  for  its 
completion  as  any  other  part  of  the  road,  comprising  as  it  does 
several  heavy  sections  and  important  structures. 


The  bridge  to  be  erected  over  the  Twenty  Mile  Creek 
will  be  twelve  hundred  feet  in  length  and  sixty  feet  high, 
and  the  bridge  over  the  Sixteen  Mile  Creek  eight  hundred 
feet  in  length,  and  of  the  same  height.  These  two  bridges 
are  to  be  built  with  trusses  of  one  hundred  feet  span,  and  will 
contain  upwards  of  one  million  feet  of  timber,  which  is  now 
being  ]»epared  and  delivered.  The  vallies  of  the  Fifteen, 
Twelve  and  Ten  Mile  Creeks  are  crossed  by  embankments  of 
about  the  same  hdght,  with  culverts  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
pass  the  water  of  the  Creeks  at  their  greatest  flow.  The  stone 
for  these  culverts,  as  Ukewise  for  the  Bridge  over  the  Welland 
Canal,  the  Si  Davis  road  viaduct,  and  a  great  number  of 
smaller  culverts,  are  being  placed  upon  the  ground,  and  with 
three  exceptions  I  hope  to  have  the  masonry  on  the  entire  line 
of  road  out  of  the  way  before  next  December,  and  to  have  the 
whole  completed  by  June,  1853. 

In  the  construction  of  the  abutments  for  the  Desjardins 
Canal  much  delay  has  occurred  from  various  causes. 

On  the  6th  of  March  last,  I  recommended  your  Board  to 
declare  the  contract  for  Section  No.  1  forfeited,  in  consequence 
of  non-fulfilment  of  agreement;  the  rate  of  progress  not  being 
such  as  to  ensure  the  completion  of  the  work  in  proper  time. 
This  section  was  therefore  advertised  for  re-letting  from  the 
29th  of  March  until  the  7th  of  April,  on  which  day  it  was 
awarded  to  Contractors  of  experience,  energy  and  capital. 

In  January,  1852,  the  Desjardins  Canal  Company  opened 
a  negotiation  with  your  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  endeavoring 
to  secure  a  new  and  direct  channel  through  Burlington 
Heights  for  their  Canal,  which  woul« '  allow  the  Rail  Road 
Company  to  fill  up  the  present  chani  i,  and  make  a  solid 
embankment  for  the  track  of  their  road  from  the  Heights  to  the 
opposite  shore;  this  proposition  was  rejected,  your  Board  prefer- 
ring the  original  plan,  with  the  prospect  of  ultimately  having  a 
Iwidgia  without  a  draw,  altiiongh  at  an  increased  ooet.  During 
the  mmp0otAotk  cf  the  work  on  said  section  No.  1,  and  l)efore 
it  WW  re-let|  thoae  negotiations  were  opened  in  diflerent  form. 


and  your  Board  being  satisfied  that  you  oould  not  obtain  the 
bridge  as  desired,  closed  an  arrangement  with  the  Canal 
Company,  whereby  the  site  of  the  bridge  is  to  be  changed. 
This  arrangement  disposes  of  the  only  point  on  the  line  of  the 
Railroad  where  the  highest  rate  of  speed  could  not  be  main- 
tained without  liability  to  accident  By  the  alteration,  the 
present  bridge  will  be  placed  at  a  point  where  it  can  be  seen 
by  trains  approaching  from  the  East  and  West,  and  notwith- 
standing some  £4,600  have  been  expended  in  the  foundations 
and  preparations  for  the  old  bridge,  by  this  agreement  with 
the  Canal  Company,  the  new  bridge  will  cost  when  completed, 
less  than  to  have  proceeded  with  the  work  as  originally  in- 
tended, and  the  Railroad  company  will  effect  a  material  saving, 
besides  having  a  much  safer  bridge.

In  addition  to  this  amount  of  masonry,  a  large  quantity 
of  stone  has  been  delivered,  and  is  on  hand,  as  wdl  as  timber 
and  plank  for  foundationB.

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During  the  summer  and  autumn  of  1861,  the  entire  line 
on  the  Eastern  and  Western  Divisions,  was  carefully  suneyed, 
in  order  that  no  delay  might  (x;cur  when  the  Company  had 
eft'ecttid  their  financial  arrangements  for  cx>mmencing  and  com- 
pleting the  whole  road. 

The  Engineer  d«»partment  of  the  line  now  consists  of  tlie 
Chief  Engineer,  Associate^  Engineer,  nine  resident  Engineers, 
eighteen  Assistant  Engineers,  seven  Draftsmen,  two  OflSce 
Clerks,  and  the  usual  number  of  Rod  and  Tapemen  for  each 
Assistant. 

An  Assistant  and  party  are  stationed  at  the  following 
points: — Stamford,  St  Catharines,  (rrimsby,  Stoney  Creek, 
Hamilton,  Dundas,  Fairohild's  Creek,  Gait  Paris,  Eastwood, 
Ingersoll,  Hotlman's,  London,  Wardsville,  Thamesville,  Chat- 
ham Light-house  and  Windsor.  Two  or  three  additional 
parties  may  be  re(|uired  after  the  1st  of  July,  until  the  Ist  of 
January  next.  The  Draftsmen  are  employed  at  Hamilton, 
where  all  of  tlie  plans  and  maps  are  made. 

In  addition  to  the  above  Engineering  force,  two  Land 
Surveyoi"s,  with  parties,  have  been  in  the  field  obtaining  and 
defining  boundaries.  Maps  of  the  difterent  Townships  through 
which  thr  line  nms  from  Niagara  River  to  Chatham,  have 
been  completed,  to  place  on  file  in  the  offices  of  the  County 
Registrars,  showing  the  width  of  land  taken  on  each  lot — the 
number  of  the  lot — the  concession,  and  the  name  of  the 
owner. 

The  surA'eys,  for  the  remaining  Townships,  from  Chat- 
liam  to  W  indsor,  are  now  completed,  and  the  maps  will  be 
made  forthwith. 

By  resolution  of  your  Board,  passed  in  April  last,  all  of 
the  bridges  and  culverts  on  the  road,  from  the  Niagara  River 
to  Wiwdhull's  Ci-eok,  west  of  London,  a  distance  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight  miles,  ai-e  being  constnicted  for  a  double 
track ;  those  already  built  can  be  enlarged  without  material 
additional  expense,  when  required. 
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Notwithstanding  the  unprecedented  fresliets  during  the 
last  twelve  months,  and  the  remarkably  severe  winter  just  past, 
the  works  upon  the  line  have  passed  the  ordeal  without  injury, 
except  a  slide  at  the  FUunboro^  road,  which  may  cost  from 
£1,260,  to  £1,000  to  remove,  and  make  the  road  permanent. 

I  was  directed  by  your  Board  on  the  15th  of  March  last, 
to  advertise  for  tenders  for  such  buildings  as  would  be  re<^uired 
by  the  Company  for  the  manufacture  of  the  Cars  necessary 
for  an  outfit,  the  Directors  having  decided  to  have  them  built 
in  Hamilton,  where  they  could  be  more  directly  under  the 
supervision  and  inspection  of  the  Engineer  or  some  one  ap- 
pointed to  overlook  their  construction.  These  Car  shops  con- 
sist of  one  building,  60  by  160  feet — two  stories — with  En- 
gine house  attached,  26  by  40;  one  building,  76  by  124  f<iet; 
and  two  buildings,  40  by  100  feet  each.  The  first  two  are  to 
bo  made  of  stone,  and  the  last  two  of  wood.  On  the  Ist  day 
of  April,  the  contracts  for  these  were  given  to  Messrs.  Scarth 
&  Firth  for  the  stone  buildings,  and  William  Dodds  for  the 
wood,  who  have  commenced  erecting  the  same  on  the  grounds 
of  the  Company,  and  will  complete  them  by  the  Ist  day  of 
August  next  The  necessary  machinery.  Engine,  etc.,  vrill 
then  be  ready  to  put  up. 

On  the  20tli  of  April,  by  order  of  the  Board,  I  idvortised 
for  tenders,  for  the  following  cars,  to  wit : 

25  Passenger  Cars; 
4  Express  and  Mail  Cars; 
8  Baggage  Cars; 
20  Emigrant  Cars; 
1 00  Platfoj-m,  Lumber  and  Iron  Cars ; 
150  House  Freight  Cars; 
lOo  Gravel  Cars; 
25  Repair  Cars; 
15  Hand  Cars. 

These  Cars  with  the  exception  of  the  Gravel,  Repair,  and 
Hand  Cars,  are  to  be  of  the  laigo  size,  with  eight  wheels  and 


uf  the  bust  doHcription,  the  Passenger,  Exprem,  Baggage  and 
Emigrant  Cars  to  have  the  first  quality  of  wrought  iron 
wheels. 

The  competition  for  building  'Jieso  cars  was  spirited,  and 
the  contract  was  given  to  McQuesten,  Williams,  Button  and 
Braiuard,  who  are  now  making  contracts  for  the  necessary  ma- 
chinery and  materials.  The  rate  at  which  this  contract  was 
given  out  is  highly  favorable  to  the  Company,  and  is  consid- 
ered as  low  as  the  same  quality  of  Cars  can  be  purchased  in 
the  United  States,  tliereby  saving  the  Company  the  transporta- 
tion and  duties,  which  items  in  themselves  will  more  than  re- 
l)ay  the  cost  of  the  buildings  to  be  erected,  even  were  they  not 
needed  by  tlio  Company  on  the  completion  of  the  road. 

In  pursuMice  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  I  shall  imme- 
diately contrfU't  for  such  Locomotive  Engines  as  will  be  re- 
quired on  the  road  before  the  opening  of  navigation  in  1853. 

The  contiJictor  for  the  piling  in  Burlington  Bay  is  now 
at  work,  the  necessary  piles  and  timber  for  completing  the 
♦looks  having  been  contracted  for  during  the  past  winter.  It 
is  my  intention  to  have  the  station  grounds  of  the  Company 
in  Hamilton  filled  up,  and  the  wharves  completed,  by  the  Ist 
day  of  November  next. 

The  Iron  iail«,  weighing  from  sixty-five  to  eighty  pounds 
to  the  yard,  purchased  by  the  Company  last  winter  are  com- 
ing forward,  and  will  be  delivered  at  Hamilton,  Dundas,  Wel- 
land  t^anal,  Windsor  and  Chatham  during  the  course  of  the 
Hujnmer. 

From  a  knowledge  of  the  character  of  the  work,  and, 
Uiking  inti)  consideration  the  difficulties  to  be  encountered  in 
the  prosecution  of  the  same,  I  do  not  think  it  prudent  to  name 
a  day  foi  the  opening  of  the  whole  line  before  August  1853, 
during  which  month,  unlefis  difficulties  now  unforeseen  and 
not  antioij'aied,  should  arise,  T  do  not  doubt  trains  will  make 
fheir  regular  trips  between  the  Niagara  and  Detroit  Rivei-s. 

.Since  the  commencement  of  the  work  in  1860  I  have 
had  an  opportunity  of  cai'efuUy  overlooking  the  plans,  esti- 
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maies,  and  calculatiom  of  my  predeoewor,  Mr.  Htuart,  and  1 
feel  no  hesitation  in  saying,  that  I  tliink  his  68tiiiuiteH  were  suf- 
ficient to  complete  the  work  ujK)n  the  [)lau  and  in  the  luanner 
specified  by  him.  Some  alterations  have  been  made  whereby 
the  cost  uf  the  work  will  be  increased,  in  other  cases  reduce 
tions  have  been  made ;  but  after  making  allowances  for  the  in- 
crease of  cost  in  consequence  of  building  Bridges  and  Culverts 
Sot  a  double  track,  by  the  substitution  of  culverts  and  embank- 
ments in  many  cases  for  temporary  tresie  work,  and  stone  in- 
stead of  brick  work,  etc.,  the  cost  of  the  road  will  not  exceed 
the  original  estimate.
